Honoring The Dead 


In the minds of some people cemeteries may be regarded as a some-) 
what gruesome topic to write about or talk about, but it should not be and 
there is no reason why burial grounds should be allowed to present an) 
appearance that naturally lends an atmosphere of gruesomeness to any | 
thought or discussion of them. 

Unfortunately, as one travels up and down the length and breadth of) 
the country, far too often there breaks upon the view of the passerby the 
vision of a cemetery in a condition that would not be tolerated were it the 
site of the abode of the living. 

One sees, perhaps on a bleak, wind-raked hillside an unkempt piece of 
ground riddled with weeds and dotted with leaning, cracked, stained and) 
weathered headstones of wood, stone or marble inscribed with loving testi- 
monials whose words are belied by the surrounding pitiable scene of neg- 
lect and disorder. '. 

Or maybe, the home of the dead is located in a low lying spot of waste- 
land. Perhaps “God's acre” is surrounded by a fence of rotting posts which 
act as a poor support to a few strands of trailing and broken wires. Here 
and there is to be seen a miserable and unwatered apology of a tree, wilt-| 
mixture of straggling weeds and struggling flowering plants, or cut flowers 
which have long since given up the ghost. 
ing under thé rays of a blistering sun. The graves are “adorned” with a 

Sad pictures are these and a sore blot on the landscape. Fortunately, 
they do not represent the great majority of the burial grounds in the prairie 
provinces, but there are still too many of them and they are not altogether 
confined to the rural districts. There are cemeteries to be found in the 
towns and even in some of the cities which are not a credit to the com- 
munities which suffer them. 


* 
Some Beauty Spots 

On the contrary, there are to be found in many of the towns and vil- 
lages and along the country roads, burial grounds which are a delight to) 
the beholder and which diffuse that atmosphere of beauty, peace and rest | 
which properly belongs to the purpose for which such areas have been set 
aside and dedicated. 

Where the grounds for the interment of the departed are well laid out 
and well maintained, it will usually be found that either they are privately | 
owned or, if a municipal enterprise, they have been placed under the charge 
of a committee of citizens who have éufficient respect for their duties and 
pride in their responsibilities to make of them a sacred trust and under- 
taking. 

And where the best results have been achieved it will usually be found 
that custodianship has been vested in a committee, not of the local council, 
but of citizens representative of a number of community organizations— 
men and women who are conscientious, who can somehow spare time to 
devote to the work and who can and do take a genuine and even a zealous 
interest in the undertaking. 

Some of the most beautiful cemeteries in the country are entirely the | 
result of voluntary community effort directed by committees of the type. 
mentioned. The work is not done in a haphazard or spasmodic manner. 
Rather it is a labor of love. Members of the committee in charge make 
frequent visits to the hallowed burial ground and when there is work to 
be done, whether it be new plantings, repairs or simple maintenance, a work- 
ing bee is organized and the work is done without fuss or feathers. 

. . * * 
Expenditure Unnecessary 

Climatic and financial conditions, of course, make it impossible to re- 
produce in rural Western Canada cemeteries such as the famous one in Los 
Angeles where large sums of money have been spent on buildings, sculp-| 
tures, lighting effects and music in a setting of unparalleled beauty, but the 
underlying spirit which inspired the sponsors of this beautiful cemetery 
ean be emulated and used to reproduce a similar atmosphere and effect on 
a moderate scale. 

When it is remembered that a hallowed and beautiful last resting place 
for the loved ones who have gone before can be provided without much ex- 
penditure for materials, there seems to be little reason why every cemetery 
in the west should not be creditable to the community in which it is situated, 
since there is always plenty of volunteer labor available at periodic intervals 
even in the smallest community. 

It is largely a matter of the proper attitude of respect towards the dead

CHICKEN PIE 
(Shredded Wheat Crust) 


About 3 cups finely crumbled) 
Shredded Wheat Biscuits (4-5  bis- 
cuits). 


Two medium-size stewing chitkens, 
boiling water to cover. 
2 teaspoons salt 


% teaspoon pepper 

1 peeled small onion, sliced 

1 small piece bay leaf (if desired) 
Flour to thicken 

1 cup cooked or canned peas 

1 cup cooked or canned limas 


% cup melted butter 

Order chickens cut up as for fri- 
casseeing. Add the boiling water, 
salt, pepper, onion and bay leaf; 
cover and simmer gently until tender, 
replenishing water if necessary. 
Strain the stock and thicken it with 
flour mixed to pouring consistency 
with cold water. Remove the meat 
from the bony pieces. Arrange a thin 
layer of the Shredded Wheat crumbs 
in a greased baking dish, Arrange 
the chicken—both the whole pieces 
and that removed from the bones— 
in alterriate layers with the vege- 
ables, Fill up the dish to within half 
an inch of the top with the thicken- 
ed sock.

United States And Russia Will Con- 
tinue To Exchange Goods 
The United States and Soviet Rus- 
sia agreed to continue in effect an 
agreement whereby Russia will buy 
a minimum of $40,000,000 in Ameri- 
can goods in the next 12 months and 
the United States will accord Russia

He went to Boulogne at the 
beginning of August, 1914, to organ- 
ize rail transportation for the first 
units of the original British Expedi- 
tionary Force 

Promotion came quickly. He held 
staff jobs in various ranks until 
1918, when he was appointed briga- 
dier-general commanding the British 
99th infantry brigade. Throughout 
the war and for 10 years afterwards 
he was Britain's youngest general 

For his World War service he was 
knighted by King George V. and re- 
ceived the British Distinguished 
Service Order. The French govern- 
ment made him an officer of the 
Legion of Monor and gave him the 
French War Cross with Palm, From 
Imperial Russia came the order of 
St. Viadimir, second class, 

Before the war ended, Sir Edmund 
was in Archangel, commanding the 


| allied forces in North Russia, charged 


with the task of preventing the Ger- 
mans from seizing allied war ma- 
terial, Three months later the war 
ended but the British troops in Arch- 
angel were told to fight on. . 

Sir Edmund's bitter account of the 
campaign in the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica describes the “demoralizing 
effect upon all, ranks’ when the 
troops he commanded learned that 
the Germans no longer were tbe 
enemy and that the Bolsheviks were 
the new adversary. 

“The allied troops were never again 
quite clear as to the reasons for the 
continuance of the fighting,” he 
wrote. 

The British troops were evacuated 
from Russia at the end of.the sum- 
mer of 1919. Sir Edmund, then 38, 
was promoted to major-general and 


sent to Ismid to command the British 


force in Anatolia, where the late 
Kemal Ataturk was defying the 
French and British armies and begin- 
ning construction of his “New 
Turkey.” 

Back in Britain in 1922, he was 
made commandant of the army staff 
college at Camberley, in Surrey. For 
four years he trained officers for high 
grade army posts.

Anti-Aircraft Defence 
Unlikely That Air Raiders Will Be 

Able To Wipe Out Large Cities 

General T. Weiss, who holds a key 
post in France's air ministry, con- 
siders it unlikely that wartime air 
raiders would be able to wipe out 
great cities. 

“The idea that cities like Paris 
and London might be wiped out from 
the air,” General Weiss said, “is built 
on false impressions. A great deal 
of damage could be done, but it 
would not reach anything like such 
disastrous proportions.” 

He pointed out that anti-aircraft 
defence had reached a high state of 
perfection, that fighting planes would 
rise to battle aerial invaders and 
that special provisions have been 
made to combat the effect of incen- 
diary bombs.

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The Fate Of Man 


H. G. Wells In A New Book Takes 
A Pessimistic View 

H. G. Wells, gloomily surveying 
civilization in’ a new book, surmises 
that “the universe is bored with! 
tan” and that humanity, “which be- 
gan in a cave, will end in the disease- 
soaked ruins of a slum.” 

The man of letters who popular- 
ized Science and made history a best 
seller bases his pessimism on a con- 
clusion that: 

“New powers, inventions, con- 
trivances and methods are not the 
unqualified enrichment of normal life 
that we had expected . They are 
proving dangerous and devastating in 
our eager but unprepared hands.” 

In a 330-page volume called “The 
Fate of Homo Sapiens” Wells makes 
these points: 

1, Science and invention have 
altered the material environment of 
humanity; 

2. The disruptive, driving force 
of bored and unemployed young men 
which must find an outlet probably 
will shatter human life altogether 
under the new conditions; 

3. The present mental organiza- 
tion of our species is insufficient to 
control the existing situation. 

Somewhat glumly the writer con- 
cludes, however, that the salvage of 
mankind is “still just possible’ by a 
“wilful and strenuous adaptation by 
re-education of our species now-—- 
forthwith” to fit it for a kind of uni- 
versal democracy. 

Wells contends that the United 
States, guided by a “great man and 
patrician,” Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
holds the clearest hope for the salva- 
tion of man through the development 
of a “world brain”. 

The crisis discovered “a great man 
in Franklin D. Roosevelt,” he said. 
As for the United States after Roose- 
velt, he wrote, “it is hard to guess 
what may happen when this ab- 
normal phase of personal government 
inspired, insufficiently able 
genius comes to an end.

Enterprising Ohio Village Has Plant- 
ed A Community Forest 

Burton, enterprising Geauga County 
village, has launched a project worth 
| emulation, says the Cleveland Plain 
| Dealer. Burton has planted a com- 
munity forest of 1,500 trees and pro- 
| ceeds from the sale of lumber are ex- 
pected some day to cut heavily into 
the mounting tax burden 

Several months ago business men 
of the village heard a description of 
the community forests of Europe. 
They were told that these were care- 
fully lumbered and replanted and had 
for hundred of years yielded a sub- 
| stantial revenue to their owners. 
| They decided to try it. 
Farms on which taxes were long 
| delinquent and others that had been 
abandoned were deeded to the town. 
Lawrence W. Smith, high school 
teacher, and his vocational agricul- 
tural class, planted many of the 
trees, Volunteers planted others. 
They include spruce, poplar, red and 
white pine, locust and maple, varie- 
ties which thrive best in Ohio 

In addition to the eventual revenue 
the forest is exXpected to afford a 
means of recreation, protect the 
town's water supply, furnish bird and 
wild life sanctuaries and utilize 
waste land, In the opinion of Charles 
A. Haas, Geauga county agricultural 
agent, Burton should profit as much 
from this forest as do towns in 
Switzerland which own 66 per cent. 
of the forests, and towns in Germany

famous Black Forest. 
What is encouraging about the 


| Burton project is that the commun- 
| ity showed the initiative to undertake 
} it. It did not wait for direction or 
aid from the state or federal govern- 
ments. Every citizen will have as
